Narrow Escape of Mr. David Blalock, 
Wile and Dauffhter from Instant Death.

Miss Ella, eged 20* met with a frightful 
expenence and narrow escape from death, 
about five miles southeast of Decatur, 
•fithjn a'mile and a half of the Blalock 
(arm: Theyjjrere seated in a light spring 
'Wagon, which was drawn by two rapid- 
'going-horses. -Mr. Blalock,' who is past 
60, was driving. When in front of Mr. 
.John Miller's barn a pig ran out from the 
'Weeds to'cross the road, and the moving 
porker so frightened the team that they 
shied with a quick plunge sideways, and 
Mr. Blalock was thrown head foremost 
from the twagoB into the corner of a rail 
fence, narrowly missing a log which' was 
struck by the wheels of the WBgon'r|The 
lines hung trailing Jin the dnst,rsjMt the 
tearp tore ahead at break-neck^'speed, 
going down an incline between »eferai 
large trees and turning south a quarferof 
a mile distant opposite the farm house of 
Mr. Thomas Price. As the tumviwas 
made Mrs. Blalock and her daughter, 
who were clasped in each other's arms, 
were thrown out of the wagon a'dutsnce 
of ZSior 20 feet, into a ditch. The whirl 
caused the tongue to be torn from the 
wagon andftbe* team went wildly onward 
and ran into the Blalock barnyard. 
.Mrs. Blalock was seriously bruised 
about the face and hips, and her daugh- 
ter's limbs were sprained, but no frac- 
tures resulted. Members of the Price 
family came to, the rescue and Mrs. B. 
was taken indoors. Miss Elln, however, 
who was hardly able to move, managed 
to walk back to the point, where her 
father was thrown out and on reaching 
his side she became so weak that she'gank 
to the ground unable to stand. Mr. Bla- 
lock was still lying where he fell, and was 
apparently dead. Mrs. Miller arifrMrs. 
Bell were the first to reach the sce^e of 
the accident, and soon Mr. Price-and Mr. 
Miller came up. It was discovered :that 
Mr. Blalock was still alive, and at once a 
rude stretcher was improvised on which 
the injured man was borne in an insensi- 
ble condition to Mr. Pi-ice's home, to 
Which the daughter was also taken in Mrs. 
Bell's buggy. Dr. Booth, of Mt. Zion, 
was summoned to attend the injured[peo- 
ple. He made an examination of Mr. B. 
and found that he had received a'deep 
out on his forehead from which a great 
quantity of blood had flown, and that his 
breast was bruised by the fall. He ap- 
plied what remedies he could at the time, 
and also attended the ladies. Mr, Bla- 
look did not regain consciousness until 
Sunday morning, when he conversed a 
short time with Mr. Price. He supposed 
he was at his home, but at once realized 
that something terrible had happened. 
Sunday a REPUBMOAN reporter visited 
the Price home and found Mr. Blalock 
sleeping quietly. The doctor had visited 
him and left orders that he be not dis- 
turbed. It is the opinion of Dr. Booth 
that none of Mr. B's ribs are fractured, 
though the strain on them was very great. 
He believes his patient will recover from 
the effects of the shock in due time, unless 
he received internal injuries that have 
not yet developed. Mrs. Blalook was un- 
able to walk and could only be moved 
about in a chair, while Miss Ella felt like 
she had been thrown bodily against a 
fence. 


Miss Ella says that after her father was 


thrown pnt she wanted to jump from, the 
bounding wagon at the rear, and sug- 
gested this course tq her mother,,but she 
objected, and before they could form 
some other plan of escape'from tKeir per- 
ilous position, both found themselves ly- 
ing in the ditch, with the detached wagon 
but slightly damaged a few feet from 
them, and the team out of sight. There 
was a lot of glassware in the wagom.tb.at 
the family had purchased while in B'eca- 
tur, and pieces of the dozen .gobleta.and 
a pitcher were found scatteied .along' the 
road to the Price corner. But one whole 
piece was left out of the lot, a goblet that 
had.lodged in the grass at the roadside.

EX-GOV. K. J. OGLESBY, 


the orator of the impressive occasion, iras 
then presented by the chairman, and the 
General spoke for over an hour, deliver- 
ing a tiibute to the^meinory of the distin- 
guished dead on behalf of the citizens 
and soldiers, that was just, noble and 
brotherly in character He commenced 
by saying- Gentlemen, Ladies, Fellow- 
Citizens, Comrades nnd Mr. Chairman, 
we meet again to lament the death of 
another brother. 
One by one we are 


passing away. Few of the veterans of the 
war of 1812 remain, few of the Mexican 
war, and fewer still ol the Revolutionary 
struggle. The late war marshaled thou- 
sands of brave men—numbers uncount- 
able, and after the close of the straggle a 
wonder existed m the United States as to 
what disposition could be made of the 
vast army—what would be the fate of the 
last grand army. Thousands have gone 
the way of all the world. I mean those 
who have died since the war, not the 
300,000 to 400,000 who perished on the 
field of battle; and those who have died 
have been accompanied to their quiet 
resting places by the veterans. What 
does the Veteran's Association mean? It 
exists to look after the living, to help the 
survivors and to follow comrades to their 
graves, to stand by him, to show to the 
forgetful world, to the too perplexed and 
anxious world, to show to them that the 
true soldier does not forget his brother* 
comrade. You come here to-day to payi 
your last respects to another brother, and 
ladies and gentlemen and citizens of Ma- 
con county, yoa do not understand why 
in the wear and tear of life, with one sol- 
dier against the other ID business, polit 
ically and socially, with seeming discord 
and strife m all the walks of life, you 
wonder how it can be that when one com- 
rade dies all unite to do him honor. 
Learn this lesson: If he were a good and 
brave man, that when death comes the 
soldier, like the Christian, forgets the 
past and mingles his sympathy and love 
with those nearest and dearest to him. 
At the verge of the grave, near the coffin, 
under the shadow of that flag wnich the 
departed followed bravely to victory, all 
dirlerences of the past are forgotten and 
with hearts of devotion all gather to do 
him honor. 


We are not permitted to-day to look 


upon the face or form of General Jesse 
Hale Moore, our illustrious citizen, in 
whose memory we are here assembled. 
The body lies buried miles a,way in a re- 
mote country beyond the equator, in a 
country unknown to us, in that Jar-off 
land. Our brother had gone there to 
perform another public duty, far from the 
scenes of his home life, far from the state 
where he first saw the blessed light of 
day, still bearing above him that nag of 


> his country as his guardian/angel, potent 
! as the thunders of God. He went to that 
land of revolution and strife to uphold 
the majesty of law and the rights of 
American citizens, to protect the inter- 
ests of the country upon sea and upon 
land, and we all well did know" that it 
would not be six weeks until he thor- 
oughly understood the duties of his new 
position. General Moore was gifted with 
an investigating, an intellectual brain, an 
analytical miud. He wag a master of the 
mysteries of the Gospel. He thoroughly 
understood the political and social rela- 
tions, and the published records of the 
government which will be issued in • the 
course of a year will demonstrate that he 
was a careful and skillful diplomat, fully 
acquainted with the relations of his own 
to other countries. Amid a strange peo- 
ple, a new nationality, strange and unu- 
sual to him, he was, at the time, the sole 
foreign representative of Decatur and 
Macon county in foreign relations abroad, 
and as United States consul at Callao 
Peru, the records I venly believe will 
show that his official acts between Pern 
and the United States will reflect only 
credit to us. 


Gen. Moore was 11 manly man, a natural 


born gentleman, with pure and coble in- 
stincts. 
His character was excellent; 


there wag nothing little, nothing small in 
him. 
He grew into- manhood a child of 


nature, born and adapted to the high- 
est circles of society. It may be that not* 
oHhked him, but all acquainted with, 
him and knew hie heart loved and ad- 
mired him. Ton, comrades, whom I see 
about me, knew him best, for there is no 
other ordeal on earth thatf fries and tests 
a man as the field of battle. Gen. Moore 
was gifted with a bright intellect.' He 
began life armed and equipped with' a 
collegiate education-and he'battled at 
onoe with the world. He 'was no loafer/ 
no dodger, nor shirk. By diligent study

The speaker elated that the" last inter- 


view he had had'with" Gen,,Moore was on 
theisubject-of .Christianity, when they 
talked for three 'long1 honn. "He took 
the liberty to correct me,>.to lecture/ me, 
a^d scold me, qnd more than once ,to 
plciinTy tell'me"when he tliought I was 
wrong, i Thet .interview showed1 me his 
manliness of character completely, and 
hfc'tpld me many things on the subject of 
Christianity 'that -were new an'd strange 
to-rne. He related to me that years ago 
wiien he wasL riding on noree-back from 
She'lbyville alone a light appeared to him 
that told him to go forth ,and preach the 
Gospy.' And at the close of that memo- 
rable interview Gen. Moore said to me: 
'jlhere.is after all bat one course for you 
and me an'd for all to' pursue, however dark 
the day and doubtful the future, and that 
is to pray for the light, and it will- surely 
come.'" (The orator was here interrupt- 
ed, by Elder Prentice,' who said: "The 
brethren of the church who knew him 
longest 'and best never doubted him for a 
single moment.'1) Gen. Oglesby contin- 
ued, "I esteemed him for his frankness, 
We are all subject to criticism, and we 
must'be frank if we would' be jnst. <I 
would thank no pne to say anything silly 
about me on an occasion like this." Here 
the speaker related the""circumstances of 
a .discussion between Gen. Moore .end 
Col. R. G. Ingersoll in a law office in De- 
oatuiy at which the speaker and the late 
Major Wait were present. The Metho- 
dist preacher and iDgersoll, th'e' infidel) 
talked for over an hour, and Gen. Moore 
came out of the contest satisfactory to 
his audience nnd winning the respect of 
his opponent.' Our dead comrade was K 
remarkably good conversationalist and in 
that discussion'developed a resource of 
information that won for him the lasting 
respeotiand friendship of all present 


As a soldier, Gen. Moore was a brave 
and efficient officer, loved by his men. He 
was no coward. His men always spoke well 
of him, and remember one thing to-day, 
when you hear the • soldiers speak well 
of their officers whom they knew in the 
war, 
set it down as orthodox that they 


were good and brave soldiers, up to the 
standard of military etiquette and require- 
ments. Can we eay more in memory of 
the dead? It is sufficient. It is just to say 
that Gen. Moore was a good, honest 
effi- 


cient, competent officer, that he met every 
demand and seemed the approval of his 
comrades. He was a grand soldier. 


After his discharge he returned to his 


home, and a few years afterward entered 
political life, serving four years as a mem- 
ber of. congress, two years of which time 
he was chairman of the Pension commit- 
tee. He was not an orator after the man- 
ner of Cicero, or Demosthenes, or Daniel 
Webster, but on the stump he wae fear- 
less and always made himself understood. 
Being an earnest man, he was led by 
convictions, and he was a powerful speak- 
er, and an able and earnest member of 
congress. Subsequently he served as pen- 
sion agent for Illmois.andlastly he went to 
Oallao, to represent and guard the inter- 
ests of his country. 


We are here to-day to do him honor, to 


speak of his life and character. We can 
do no more. And this evidence of friend- 
ship and love is the highest test of regard, 
respect and love. It 13 the best we can 
oiler, andjall we have to offer. Were his 
spint here on this occasion he would feel 
gratified and say it is enough. Well may 
his childiea and grandchildren lisp his 
name and be proud of him, and let the 
absent ones" who loved him for his love- 
liness of character and man,hood, learn ot 
this memorial to his memory. 


Farewell, Jesse a Moore, an honor to 


tne church, to society, to the political 
party to which you belonged, to'the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and to the flag 
nader which you fought. Can I say or 
offer more. Can we ask more? If we 
•ask more can we receive it' This'testimo- 
mal is from a simple common people to a 
simple common life, and that is all there 
IB of it.

The citizens of Decatni- and Macon 


county, realizing to the fullest extent the 
loss they have sustained in the death of 
Gen. Jesse H. Moore, desire to give ex- 
pression to their feelings in this formal 
manner. In his hfe and public career we 
recognize those, .qualities, ot,head and 
heart which seldonTfail to single men out 
from among the masses and serve to make 
them leaders ot their fellows. His title 
toj distinction rested upon no happy con- 
jTinetaon'of evente—no lucky combination 
of -circumstances—but upon a native 
ability that had been carefully and syste- 
imatically cultivated, a force of character 
that never allowed rhim tp lag in the rear 
an integrity that is sure to bring its just 
reward, and 'a love of country and of 
humanity which the most stplid, observer 
could not but admire and applaud. Pos- 
sessing these qualities in an eminent de- 
gree, as he did, his prominence through a 
long and active life was no accident, but 
a logical sequence—the natural result of 
forceful endowments aided by methodical 
and industrious effort. 
He has many 


claims upon our grateful remembrance, 
whether we consider •'him at a gallant 
soldier, an efficient public officer, or mere- 
ly as a private citizen, but we moat love 
to (ttvell upon the fact that he was a pure 
honorable, high-minded man, whose re- 
ligion cloaked no private vices, whose 
patriotism was altogether unselfish, and 
whose public acts were ganged by the 
same strict rules of probity which con- 
trolled his everyday' life among his neigh- 
bors. »It doesrnot<(becume us to intrude 
npon the. sacred precincts of hie home 
life, But it is a pleasure to us to remem- 
ber that he was a model of conjugal and 
fatherly iiffection, and that he exhibited 
in that relation the some noble 'qualities 
which challenge our admiration in the 
more public phases of his career. To 
those afflicted ones who mourn him with 
a grief thstrwe eamtot approach, and 
whose love for him springs from more 
tender sources than oure, we can only 
offer the poor solace of our sympathy, 
andjiope that their grief may be in some1 
degree softened by the knowledge that 
the mystery of death has made tin more 
nearly akin to them, in that it has made 
us mourn over the same, grave. 
- Finally, we desirte to place upon record 
our1 high appreciation'of the many ster- 
ling virtues , which made Gen, Moore a

You are all informed about the 


subject; some of yotTfrom personal 
experience; all of you from that 
study and thought which every in- 
telligent and prudent man gives to 
his own business and the influences 
that affect it 


Nevertheless, you will allow me to 


cite you one practical fact as proof. 
I know a gentleman in Cincinnati 
who is engaged in the carriage busi- 
ness. His establishment is a credit 
to the city. 
He employs more than 


two hundred men, and manufactures 
more than ten thousand vehicles an- 
nually. 
He sells th^m, not only all 


over this country, but all over the 
world. He told me a few days ago 
that within the last month he had 
filled orders from Japan, the West 
Indies, Australia and Liverpool.

assignation of Drflmfr. Barnes-HJa Eea- 


Bonli tor Rsfmlns to Berva. 


Since th« abolishment by Commission- 


er Dudley of the'old Pension Examining 
Board, there have been no examinations 
of applicants for pensions made in this 
city, for the reason that no board has 
been duly organized, though several ap- 
pointments have ,been made. On April 
17th Dr. Ira N. Barnes, who served in the 
late war as Surgeon of the 116th Regi- 
ment, rec^ved his appointment as a mem- 
ber of the new board, and upon the ad- 
vice of friends ut the time he reluctantly 
accepted, and he held hia commission un- 
til yesterday, when after mature delibera- 
tion he1 decided to send in his resignation, 
and did so. There are now left but two 
members of tne board—Dr. Josiah Brown, 
of Decatur, and Dr. William Stnrgia, of 
Macon. Dr. Barnes gives several good 
reasons why he cannot serve the govern- 
ment as pension eiaminer. The old 
board was required to make examinations 
only once in two weeks, but the order re- 
ceived by the new board was to hold 
themselves in readiness to make examin- 
ations once a week, or every Wednesday 
This was one serious objection to serving 
on the board, but Dr. Barnes' chief rea- 
son for resigning is that he has too much 
professional business on his hands to 
serve well bpth the public and the gov- 
ernuient,,andtherefor,e he steps down and 
out, and lag notified'thfe government of 
his course. So that Commissioner Dud- 
ley will now hove to make another selec- 
tion among the resident phjsiciaus to fill 
the vacancy. 


The appointment of Dr. Barnee was a 


wise selection, and had he served he 
would have madp an excellent and con- 
scientious member of the board.

caused a profound sensation in Ohio. 
There is certainly that in it which 
should greatly disturb the Democrat- 
ic leaders in that state, because it in- 
volves them more than their candi- 
date for Governor.

EDS. REPUBLICAN:—There is not 


much to write about jut at this 
time for one who is stopping at one 
place and seeing nothing particularly 
new so far as different sections of 
the country are to be described. I 
see parties every day or two here 
from different portions of the state, 
and of course hear the same old 
story that their location is the very 
best in the state, but with all of 
them, when settled down to solid 
facts, there is not so much difference 
a» one might imagine, though in 
some sections of the state perhaps 
the settlers are more pushing and 
full of the vigor and pluck of the 
Northerners, as they may be more 
numerous there than in some other 
places. Every locality has its' ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, the 
same as other sections of this great 
country. 


I have spoken in some of my for- 


mer letters early in the season about 
the pests of the country, such as 
flies, mosqnitos, fleas, etc. Here in 
Gainesville flies and mnsquitos are 
less numerous than in Deeatnr or 
the North anywhere. 
Around the 


house no room except the kitchen or 
dining room will be troubled with 
house flies, and I have not seen a 
'mosquito bar this summer here in 
the city, yet in places these pests are 
quite thick, if near a pond or swamp 
or thick hammock. There is one 
pest here around the lakes or on the 
rivers which are unknown at the 
North, and that is blind mosquitos. 
They do not bite, but they come in 
swarms so thick in the evening as to 
extinguish lamps. The day when I 
found the alligators that I spoke of 
in my last I saw millions of the 
pests whenever we came to a thicket 
of vines or bushes near the lake 
shore; they would swarm up like 
bees, but would only fly up and s«t- 
tle down as you had passed. 
The 


only bother is at night. 


There is plenty of wild game here 


and "varmints" 
Deer are found 


here in some parts of the country, 
and in counties south of here they 
ere very plenty, as are bears, wild 
cats, etc. 
Wild turkey, coons, opos- 


sum, and such like, as well as hawks 
and other birds of prey, are plenty 
here, and in many places make it not 
very pleasant or profitable to try to 
raise many chickens or fowls of any 
kind, unless protected by well built 
poultry houses for roosting places, 
with good locks on'the doors to keep 
out occasional depredators of dark 
'color,1 who have a hankering for 
chicken, but who prefer them cooked, 
the same as white folks. 
! In the west part of this county is 
a country known as the high woods, 
which is a high, rolling country, of 
finest pine timber, and good pine 
land. This section is underlaid with' 
subterraneous passages of water, and 
sunken wells, many of them very 
deep, and as round as though made 
by man, are found. 
Some of them 


have appeared during the last few 
years and on the lands no* being 
cultivated. . Some of them have wa 
ter in them at a depth of 50 tp 100 
feet, and are used by people' living 
near them. They are about the size 
of common wells, or a little larger, 
and seem to, be formed in somewhat 
low places during wet times, as 
though water dripped through- the 
sand, which would be several feet 
deep, and the rocky foundation un- 
derneath would be full of these struc- 
tures, and by constant leaching of 
the water the sand would continue 
to give way until it finally caves in, 
jBnd leaves these natural formed wells. 


Everything is quite dull here now, 


but soon the snowy fleeces of the 
cotton fields will begin to arrive in 
itown, and business will revive, and 
from the first to the fifteenth.of Sep- 
tember the advance guard of North- 
ern visitors will begin to arrive, and 
the hurry and bustle will commence. 


Many of the citizens complain of 


the extreme heat, and say that the 
summer has been seemingly hotter 
than usual, and less of breezes than 
for years, and yet I have seen no 
sultry days, as in Ihe North, unless it 
may be for a few hours iii the after- 
noon, when the "breeze would be 
light, but you could breathe easily, 
with not any sign of such nuffocating 
feelings as is often felt at the North, 
•and when out of the sun j ou would 
feel cool. 


There is to be-a -meeting held in 


the city to-day, to try and make a 
collection for exhibition at the Lou- 
isville Exposition, and it is to be 
hoped that,, late as it is, it, will be a 
success. Already some portions of 
Florida have made, their collection 
and forwarded it, and I saw an item 
iuthe Times-Union of.Jacksonville 
that a car load of the forestry of the 
state was on its way there. 


Your types made me say large for 


barge, in speaking of the projects 
for the canals across the state. 


Hereafter, lor the present, 
at 


least, my letters will only appear 
semi-monthly, but I will endeavor to 
keep your readers posted on all mat- 
ters I may think of interest.
